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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


On balance, 1976 has not beena good year for the govern- 
ment of the Town of Hampton. While we can report progress 
and accomplishment in several areas of relatively minor impor- 
tance, developments in the vital matters of finance and ad- 
ministration have been dismal. 

From the taxpayers’ point of view, the unhappiest news 
has been that the time has come to start paying the cost of 
operation of the sewer plant expanded and improved to 
provide secondary treatment. The Town committed itslf to this 
undertaking several years ago. The additional cost for 1977 will 
represent more than $2.50 on the tax rate. 

The results of collective bargaining with the members of 
the Fire Department have been particularly unsatisfactory and 
costly. Fortunately its large additional cost in 1976 was partially 
offset by a windfall of automobile registration fees resulting 
from the State’s change of timing of reregistration, and greatly 
increased revenues from the Ashworth Avenue Parking Lot 


because of an outstanding summer season at the Beach and 
excellent administration. 

The Fire Department originated many years ago as a func- 
tion of the separate Hampton Beach Village District, common- 
ly called “the Precinct.” This anomaly led this year to notable 
friction between the Selectmen and Precinct Commissioners. 
While we think we have smoothed this problem over tem- 
porarily, there remain issues which will surely require resolu- 
tion in the future. We deeply regret the sudden and untimely 
death of Commissioner Edmond Loughlin, who also served the 
Town as a member of the Budget Committee, the Planning 
Board and the Conservation Commission. 

Toward the end of the year we acted on an emergency 
basis to curtail spending to avoid a possible deficit. This situa- 
tion was caused partly by unanticipated increases in utility 
rates, fuel cost and assessments for the State Retirement 
System for our employees. However, had we become aware of 
the trend of expenditures sooner than we did, we might have 
been able to compensate in a smoother and more acceptable 
way. 

Adherence to the necessary policy of awarding contracts 
to the lowest apparently responsible bidder has led to some ad- 
ditional cost and much annoyance. Renegotiation with a sub- 
stitute contractor for the Plaice Cove and NorthShore sewers 
resulted in additional contract costs of $17,000 and additional 
fees to our consulting engineers of $8,000. The three-year-old 
contract for the addition to the Police Station and the two-year- 
old contract for the addition to the Town Office building have 
not yet been closed out. 

The Chief of Police, the Fire Chief, the Building Inspector 
and the Detective Sergeant resigned. To some extent this rash 
of resignations reflected problems which have existed in the 
administration of various responsibilities of the Town for some 
time. 

A clear case of serious attempted arson, which may well 
have been attempted murder, came to our attention. Our 
strenuous efforts to obtain prosecution of this case resulted in 
a notable lack of interest by the Attorney General of New 
Hampshire and no action by the Rockingham County At- 
torney. 

The substantial completion of construction of our secon- 


dary sewage treatment facilities must be accounted a 
progressive development, however unsettling its cost. In 
regard to this vast undertaking, as in so many other areas of his 
responsibilities, we express the limitless gratitude of the Town 
to our Director of Public Works, George Hardardt. 

We have begun effective enforcement of the ordinance 
setting standards for health and safety in winter occupancy of 
dwellings, which had lain dormant since its enactment by the 
voters five years ago. We are proud of the people with whom 
we have restaffed the Building Inspection Department. We are 
also particularly grateful to Mr. Foster Greene, who twice dur- 
ing the year served in the thankless office of Acting Building In- 
spector. 

We have changed the names of a number of streets in 
Town to avoid confusion especially in cases of calls for 
emergency services. We are gratified that our adoption of a 
related ordinance requiring the posting of streets address 
numbers has been emulated by the City of Manchester, among 
other municipalities, and has been praised editorially. 

We fulfilled the statutory responsibility of perambulating 
the bounds with the Towns of North Hampton, Exeter, 
Seabrook and Stratham, and we have scheduled a perambula- 
tion with the Town of Hampton Falls within a week of this 
writing. 

Hampton’s celebration of the historic occasion of the 
Bicentennial of the American Revolution was impressive. 
Great credit is due the Bicentennial Committee which ac- 
complished this. 

We have sold the Mason House for removal from the land, 
as authorized by the Town Meeting, thus making the land 
available for other Town use. 

We adopted an ordinance banning skateboarding on 
Town streets. 

Final plans for the Taylor River Bridge reconstruction 
have been approved, and the contract let by the State. 

A survey by the Hampton Water Works of the needs for 
system improvement has been completed, and we have it un- 
der consideration with particular reference to the need for 
hydrant pressure on Ocean Boulevard south of Highland 
Avenue, and in the uptown business district encompassing 
portions of Lafayette Road and High Street. 


The Selectmen as a group are responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the Town government, and we accept that 
responsibility, but we think it is fair to point out that the 
citizenry has not been meeting its responsibility in the govern- 
ment of this Town. Whatever the wisdom or folly of our 
decisions, we have put in a great deal of time trying. It is dis- 
heartening to see 300 people appear at a Town Meeting when 
5,000 people are on the list of voters. Ina town government the 
citizens have an obligation to attend the two annual public 
hearings held by the Planning Board on proposed changes in 
the zoning ordinance, the Budget Committee’s annual public 
hearing on the Town budget and, above all, Town Meeting 
itself.

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Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Hampton: 


The year long celebration of our nation’s 200th birthday 
has come to an end, a new President sits in the White House, 
and the Town budget finished in the black again, even thougha 
deficit was projected back in September. 

Our new secondary sewage treatment facility, which will 
be dedicated this spring, was nearly completed at the close of 
the year and is fully operational at this writing. 


As a result of the projected budget deficit, we were forced 
to curtail services in some areas, in particular the police and fire 
protection. Despite the publicity and rumors that circulated 
throughout town during the latter part of the year, all the basic 
services were still provided to the citizens of the community. 
Those responsible to provide these services are to be com- 
mended for their accomplishments under trying economic 
constraints. 


A great deal of controversy surfaced regarding the 
relationship of the Precinct and Town in the operation of the 
fire department. My position has been and remains, that as 


i 


Town Manager, | am ultimately responsible by statute, for the 
disposition of all appropriated monies. Hence, I can not simply 
disburse town funds without the authority to control the 
manner in which these funds are expended, therefore, as long 
as the Town appropriates monies to pay the wages and fringe 
benefits of personnel employed in the fire department, I will 
continue to exercise my administrative authority in the opera- 
tion of that Department. In matters dealing with the Precinct 
fire station and its property and equipment, Iam more than will- 
ing to consult the Precinct Commissioners. It is my sincere 
hope that 1977 will bring with it a more harmonious working 
relationship between the Precinct and the Town in regards to 
the Hampton Fire Department. 


[here are four employees of the Hampton Fire Depart- 
ment who have filed for election to the Hampton Municipal 
Budget Committee. As there is no conflict of interest statute in 
New Hampshire, their filing is quite legal. It appears to me, as 
Town Manager, their election would create an awkward situa- 
tion. Town Employees recommending, when they stand to 
receive economic gains, whether through the collective 
bargaining process, or without, would be setting a very 
dangerous precedent. I liken this situation to the recent action 
taken by members of Congress regarding substantial increases 
in their pays. I am not questioning the motivation of these 
Town employees but the possible effects on the Town. 

On March 12 of this year, you will be taking action on an 
operating budget and special articles that reflect the largest 
single’ increase in the Municipal Budget in the history of the 
town. This increase should be of no surprise however: the 
Secondary Sewage Treatment Facility necessitated the hiring 
of eight additional employees and the proposed new uptown 
fire station is a topic which has come up annually for the past 
few years. The need for the new station is obvious and it is my 
sincere hope that the voters approve it. The proposed budget 
reflects a 5% wage increase for Town employees which is in line 
with the cost of living increase for 1976. There are no proposals 
for the curtailment of any municipal service and the only new 
program is that of providing dump attendants to eliminate the 
large number of outsiders who have been utilizing our dump 
facility to our detriment. 
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Yes, the 1977 budget is big, however, we have enjoyed and 
in fact we still require, the fine level of services which we have 
become accustomed to. It the citizens of Hampton wish to con- 
tinue these services they must be willing to pay the increased 
costs for same. 

Upon analysis of the budget, one can easily see that if the 
new Secondary Sewage Treatment Facility was not con- 
structed and put in operation, the proposed budget would have 
a rather nominal increase. A decision was made several years 
back to improve the water quality in the marshes, estuaries and 
river and to accomplish this a new treatment facility has been 
constructed. In order to comply with State and Federal 
regulations, as stipulated in the Town’s discharge permit, this 
new facility must be operated correctly. To do that, 
necessitated hiring of eight new employees. These increased 
personnel costs, coupled with increased costs in chemicals, 
utilities and maintenance, make the operation expensive. To 
coin a phrase of our Public Works Director “Clean water costs 
money”. 

1976 has been a very difficult year for the Town and me 
personally, but with the continued cooperation of the many 
concerned citizens and dedicated employees we made it 
through the year with only minor bruises and abrasions. It is my 
sincere hope that 1977 will be different. 

I wish to close my 1976 report on a happy note, and per- 
sonally dedicate this 1976 Annual Report to a most dedicated 
and hardworking man who has retired after 41 years of service 
with the Town, Leavitt E. Magrath. 

“Mac” had worked for me for nearly four and a half years 
before he retired and during that time displayed special 
qualities which have been invaluable to this community. 

Superintendent of Sewers, policeman and fireman, in 
forty-one years of public service is a feat in itself. Mac, the 
citizens of Hampton thank you, your former employees thank 
you, I thank you, and wish you every happiness and the enjoy- 
ment of your retirement.

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ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


The net assessed valuation of Hampton increased by $1,- 
998,570 over the previous year. This figure was a decline in the 
amount of added valuation, which had totalled $2,349,610 in 
1975. A comparison between the two years is indicated below.

Of significance above is the increase in exemptions by 
more than two and a half times. This loss in taxable valuation 
from just over a quarter of a million dollars in 1975 to almost 
three-quarters of a million in 1976 was occasioned by voter ap- 
proval of expanded exemptions for the elderly. Had the change 
not occurred, the net valuation increase would have exceeded 
the $2,349,610 of 1975 by $97,200. The effect was to provide in- 
creased assistance for elderly taxpayers at a cost of ap- 
proximately thirty-five cents on the tax rate. 

$171,680, or approximately 8.6 percent, of the net in- 
crease of $1,998,570 in assessed valuation was the result of 
changes within the Hampton Beach Village District Precinct. 
The ratio is consistent with 1975 when the precinct accounted 
for 8.7 percent of the increase in net valuation. A breakdown of 
the precinct valuation is shown in the following chart.

Comparing the net valuations listed in the two charts, it 
can be determined that the precinct portion of the town’s total 
net valuation dropped from 34.7 percent in 1975 to 34.1 per- 
cent in 1976. This ratio has been declining since the peak of 
36.6 percent in 1968. It is not a reflection on the precinct but 
rather the fact that non-precinct areas of the community are 
exhibiting a higher rate of added valuation. 

The amount of valuation lost to the current use or open 
space exemption increased from $107,950 in 1975 to $154,300 
in 1976. This represented a loss in revenue of $7,000 as com- 
pared to $4,600 last year and resulted in an increase of ap- 
proximately seven cents on the tax rate, up two cents from last 
year. 

There was an increase of $2.70 over the previous year in 
the town tax rate anda rise of twenty cents in the precinct rate. 
The following table illustrates the components which comprise 
the total rate; the percentage of the total rate for which each 
component was responsible; and a comparison of each for the 
1975 and 1976 tax years. The chart reveals that of the $2.70 in- 
crease, municipal services rose ninety cents; the county appor- 
tionment was reduced ten cents; and the Winnacunnet 
Cooperative School District and Hampton Elementary School 
System, which together constitute over sixty-two percent of 
the total tax rate, increased $1.90

Approximately ten percent of all taxable property in 
Hampton changed hands in 1976. The assessing office process- 
ed 566 transfers of real estate ownership, as compared with 463 
in 1975. The active real estate market makes it possible to 
determine price ranges in all sections of the town and pinpoint 
where the greatest disparities exist. Because these fluctuations 
are not uniform throughout the community, a complete 
revaluation is imperative to restore equity and return to the 
fundamental principle of property taxation that no one should 
pay more or less than his fair share. 
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The assessing office has notified property owners, revised 
its own records, made computer changes and carried out an 
extensive project as a result of change of street names 
authorized by the Board of Selectmen. This office is also in the 
process of correcting or assigning house numbers where re- 
quired. The following changes became effective on January 15,

ADMINISTRATION 


There have been several changes in personnel throughout 
this past year, beginning in April when Ptlmn. John Clark left 
the department to join the Crime Commission in Concord. 
Sat. William Ritchie resigned in May to become the Chief of 
Police in Winchester, and three new patrolmen were added, as 
replacements, before the Summer. Patrolmen James Moran, 
Arthur Wardle and Jibran Smith were promoted from the 
ranks of Special Officers to Regular Officers. With the promo- 
tion of one Sergeant to the rank of Deputy Chief in April, 
several vacancies existed for the rank of Sergeant. These 
vacancies were filled by Officers Dennis Pelletier and James 
Kennedy, after competitive examinations. Det. Sgt. Norman 
Brown left the department towards the end of the year, and 
Chief Clayton Bousquin resigned, resulting in the ap- 
pointments of An Acting Chief of Police and an Acting Deputy 
Chief of Police. 


BUREAU OF CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION 


Det. James Tuttle has tentatively taken over the respon- 
sibility of the BCI section and continues an all-out effort in the 
performance of his duties. Drug arrests were down this year, 
with a total of 147 persons prosecuted for various drug 
offenses, as compared to 240 persons in 1975. While the 
number of adult criminal arrests have decreased, the number 
of motor vehicle arrests and Juvenile arrests have increased. 
The following figures show a comparison of the listed activities 
over a four-year period:

Other than the Hampton Police In-Service Training 
School and a few one or two-day seminars, the only officers in- 
volved in any extensive training this past year included Chief 
Clayton Bousquin, who graduated from the FBI Academy, 
after a three month course in Quantico, Virginia, and 
PatrolmenJames Moran and Arthur Wardle, who attended the 
six-weeks New Hampshire State Police T raining Academy dur- 
ing the Fall session, prior to being certified as regular police of- 
ficers. 


DOG CONTROL OFFICER 


There has been an increase in the number of complaints 
this year, with a total of 1,238, as compared to a total of 902 
complaints in 1975. The Dog Control Officer apprehended 201 
dogs that were running at large and issued 286 warnings, along 
with 182 summonses for various offenses. 


SAFETY 


While there were accidents with injuries to Pedestrians, 
there were no Pedestrian fatalities during the past year. The 
number of minor motor vehicle accidents continues to be high, 
with the major causes being inattention, speeding and drinking. 
The total number of arrests for drunken driving was 249 as 
compared to 181 arrests in 1975. We were still designated by 
the State of New Hampshire to continue with the Alcohol Safe- 
ty Action Project and having an additional cruiser on the road 
on certain nights, with particular attention to drunken drivers, 
has helped to reduce some of the alcohol related accidents. 
The additional cruisers on the road have also enabled us to 
patrol more areas, to make more motor vehicle stops and to 
utilize the radar unit more frequently. The ASAP Program is 
still completely funded and is no cost to the Town of Hampton. 
In addition, since August of 1976, we have participated in the 
STEP Program (Selective Traffic Enforcement Project), which 
is funded by the State Highway Safety Agency and similar in 
scope to the ASAP Program. 
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SUMMARY 


I would like to thank Acting Deputy Chief Thomas Kra- 
jewski for his able assistance, Sgt. John Nickerson for his con- 
tinued fine performance as our full-time Prosecutor and Sat. 
Joseph MacDonald, our Youth Services Officers, for his 
dedication and concern for the young people in our communi- 
ty. | would also like to thank all the other members of the 
department and the residents of the Town of Hampton for their 
continued support. And, finally, the Hampton Fire Depart- 
ment, under the direction of Chief Robert Fitz, and the Public 
Works Department, headed by Mr. George Hardardt, are to 
be commended for their splendid inter-departmental coopera- 
tion. Our goal is to strive for a more professional law enforce- 
ment agency to better serve everyone.

FIRE PREVENTION 


A situation that developed early in the year involved a 
building at 451 Winnacunnet Road. The building had been in- 
volved in a fire during the previous year. Reconstruction was 
started during the year but occupancy was allowed by the 
owners prior to work completion. This resulted in considerable 
time being expended in meetings and court. the Building 
owners finally complied with safety requirements and occupan- 
cy was allowed. 

Leaking fuel oil from an underground tank in the same 
building complex, prompted the Bureau to call in the Coast 
Guard as the marsh was endangered. The Coast Guard 
located the problem and corrected it. 

The inside repair of an underground gasoline storage tank 
was halted as the repair did not follow the approved 
procedures or proper fire safety methods. The major oil com- 
pany involved eventually removed the leaking tank and replac- 
ed it with a new unit. 

During the middle of the year several articles were written 
covering the New Hampshire Life Safety Code. It is hoped that 
people reading these articles were able to see the importance 
of this Code. In neighboring communities compliance with a 
similar code is credited with preventing a large loss of life. It is 
the feeling of the Fire Prevention Bureau that the voters be 
allowed to decide if they want the Life Safety Code to be used 
for fire safety purposes in Town. 

Mopeds were introduced to the beach. Persons renting 
these units were in violation of Hampton’s Fire Prevention 
Code. After being advised of requirements the operators 
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willingly complied. Much of the responsibility for lack of 
knowledge in the area can be laid to the door of the supplier. 
Such outlets should advise their customers of what safety re- 
quirements must be complied with. 

Late in the year the Fire Prevention Bureau was requested 
to assist the Health & Safety Officer on Occupancy Permit In- 
spections. A major hazard uncovered during these inspections 
was the excessive use of electrical extension cords that 
resulted from improper distribution of electrical receptacles. 
The requirement in the current issue of the National Electrical 
Code is the same as the 1956 issue of the Code.

TRAINING DIVISION 


The Training Division of the Hampton Fire Department 
under Captain/Training Officer William H. Sullivan and Call 
Fire Lieutenant Pernerd Robertson had avery satisfactory and 
productive year. The highlight of the year would have to be the 
basic training program for the seven new firefighters hired 
Jan. 1, 1976. During the first six months of the year, these 
seven men logged a total of over 700 hours of fire service train- 
ing. Five of these men came to us with no emergency medical 
training and within the first three months of their employment, 
they had logged a total of 180 hours of training in the field of 
emergency medical care and had obtained a New Hampshire 
State Ambulance license, which is neccessary for assignment 
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to the fire department ambulance. At this point, it should be 
noted that the training period for these new firefighters would 
have been an almost impossible task, had it not been for the 
cooperation of the company officers and the senior firefighters 
with whom these new men were assigned. 

Ten new call firefighters were hired during the year and all 
completed a thirty hour basic firefighting course presented by 
the Assistant Training Officer. The call department logged 
over 200 man hours of fire training during the year 1976. 

In March, a fire damaged structure on Ocean Boulevard 
was given to fire department and was destroyed methodically 
through several “Learning by Burning” exercises. 

In May eight permanent and two call firefighters attended 
a 24 hour Emergency Medical Technician refresher course, re- 
quired every two years to maintain certification with the State 
Division of Public Health. 

During the months of June and July, members of the 
department participated in inspection and pre-planning duties 
with emphasis on the main part of the beach area. 

In August a departmental library of fire service 
publications, basic firefighting manuals and tape cassettes was 
made available on a lend basis to all members of the depart- 
ment. Many of the firefighters have taken advantage of this 
library in furthering their job knowledge. 

September saw all apparatus drivers participate in the 
American Trucking Association RODEO driving course, 
designed to build driving skills in those people handling the 
large fire vehicles. This course was set up in the municipal park- 
ing lot in the rear of the police station. Also, during this month 
seven members of this department taught several courses in 
fire schools in New Hampshire and Maine. Requests that come 
in from fire schools for instructors show the high caliber of ex- 
pertise contained within the Hampton Fire Department. 

In October members of the call department demolished 
for training purposes an abandoned structure on Sapphire 
Avenue. All of the new call firefighters were involved in this ex- 
ercise. 

During the month of November the running card system 
by which the apparatus is dispatched to fires and mutual aid is 
requested from surrounding towns on multiple alarms, was 
completely renovated. Target hazards and high value areas of 
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the beach and the town now draw a larger response of equip- 
ment and manpower than before. 

New procedures were issued to each member of the 
department during December. These handouts included 
“Flammible Liquids fire suppression’, “Interior Fire Attack”, 
and “Fireground Tactics in Overhauling”. These and many 
other handouts are promulgated by New Hampshire State Fire 
Service Training and this department makes a great deal of use 
of this state agency. 

During the course of 1976 the department logged over 
2000 man hours of training within the permanent firefighters. 

In any occupation training the members of the organiza- 
tion is an important aspect of the operation. In fire protectiona 
good training program is paramount to the successful 
operations of the fire department. It is important to bring the 
level of proficiency of any organization up to a point of reliable 
performance. It is more important to maintain that level once it 
has been reached. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Five new master fire alarm boxes were added to the 
system during the year. They are: 


7131 Shoreview Apartments, 55 Ocean Boulevard 
734 Lamies Tavern, 490 Lafayette Road 

7421 Town Office Building, 136 Winnacunnet Road 

7462 Old English Village, 451 Winnacunnet Road 
752 Foss Manufacturing, Rear 400 Lafayette Road 


It is encouraging that each year occupancies within the 
town continue to realize the value in having their interior fire 
alarm systems connected to the municipal fire alarm system to 
insure an early response to their property in the event ofa fire. 
To date a total of thirty-one public buildings, schools, factories, 
office buildings and apartment complexes are connected to the 
Hampton fire alarm system. 

Routine maintenance was minimal this past year due to 
budget constraints and only projects that demanded im- 
mediate attention and new box installations were completed. 
All boxes in the town, a total of One Hundred and Thirty-Four, 
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were tested twice during the year to insure proper operation. 

The fire alarm division worked very closely with the elec- 
trical contractor installing the new interior fire alarm system at 
the Winnacunnet High School in the fall. This modern installa- 
tion brings one more municipal building under protection by 
having pull boxes and heat detectors installed throughout the 
entire building for safety of the students and faculty while the 
building is occupied and for the protection of the property 
while unoccupied. 

I] would like to thank each and every resident of the Town 
of Hampton who have requested information and advice from 
the fire department in regards to the installation of home 
smoke detectors. I would like to encourage those that have 
not, to consider the installation of smoke detection devices in 
each and every home within the Town to safeguard the lives of 
their fimilies from fire. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The year 1976 was the most active year the Emergency 
Medical Services within the Fire Department has experienced 
since its inception in 1972. During 1976 the Department’s two 
emergency ambulances logged a total of 673 calls, a14 percent 
increase over the previous year. The end of 1976 marks the 
closing of the fourth full year that the Fire Department has 
provided this service. 

Since its beginning in 1972 the ambulance service has 
answered 2,719 calls. 502 people have been treated at Fire 
Department Headquarters since the first-aid room was built in 
1974. To date the Department has treated over 3,221 people.

Of the four officers and twenty-four men working shifts at 
the Fire Department sixteen of these are Emergency Medical 
Technicians (EMT’s). 


CHIEF’S REPORT 


1976 has shown another sharp increase in the response to 
fires and emergencies by the Hampton Fire Department. In 
1976 the department handled a total of 1,452 responses, con- 
trasted with just under 200 responses in 1967. This will give the 
taxpayers an idea of the tremendous increase in the emergen- 
cy services requested of the department. 

In March the department experienced its first fatal fire in 
Twelve years, with the loss of a young boy in a dwelling fire on 
Ashworth Avenue. Tragedy again struck in April with the loss 
of two young children in a dwelling fire again on Ashworth 
Avenue. The second fatal fire had probably the greatest con- 
flagration potential to threaten the Hampton Beach area in 
many years. The tragic loss of life completely overshadowed 
the fact that a baby was rescued from the building and revived 
by the firefighters and also that there were three buildings in- 
volved in fire with a stiff wind blowing into the center of the 
block. 

A total of nine new firefighters, one of whom was 
designated firefighter-mechanic, commenced work inJanuary. 
Seven were additional positions created by the 40-hour work 
week, one was a replacement for Lt. William Stickney who 
retired, and the other was the replacement for former Chief 
Paul Long. 

The appointment of so many new firefighters created a 
tremendous problem in training and in the operation of the 
department. For the first time all new members were trained 
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and evaluated in accordance with minimum standards es- 
tablished on a local level, using State and National guide lines. 
The system has proven effective with the major drawback be- 
ing the lack of full-time training personnel. It is next to impossi- 
ble to integrate and train sucha large percentage of the depart- 
ment on a part-time basis. 

The call force has undergone many changes during the 
year. [here have been two groups of new men appointed to the 
call force to replace men who were appointed to the permanent 
force or were dropped for lack of attendance and interest. A 
call training officer was appointed and worked with the depart- 
ment training officer to insure that new members have at least a 
basic level of training. 

1976 has been a year of much unrest within the depart- 
ment primarily due to the political problems within the com- 
munity. The morale of the members is probably at its lowest 
point as many do not know if they will be employed when 
matters are settled. This siuation will eventually effect the 
superior performance level that the members have shown in 
carrying out their duties. 

I wish to thank the members of the department for the 
competent manner in which they have performed their duties, 
the Police Department for their exceptional cooperation and 
all others who have been of help to the department this past 
year. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the assistance 
rendered by the fire departments of North Hampton, 
Seabrook and Hampton Falls and others who have come our 
aid this past year. Without our cooperative mutual aid system 
our communities would not be able to maintain the level of fire 
protection now enjoyed. 

With the completion of this report 1 perform my last official 
act as Chief of the Hampton Fire Department. It is with deepest 
regret that I leave the department and town which] have learn- 
ed to love. With the existing political unrest it has become im- 
possible for me to perform the job of Fire Chief and maintain 
the level of professionalism of the department that | feel is 
necessary.

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PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


Appropriation: $797,528.00 Personnel: Regular 30 
Expenditure: $788 641.46 Part-time 24

In 1976 your Public Works Department consisted of thirty 
(30) regular and twenty-four (24) part-time summer employees. 
Early 1977 saw the completion of our new Waste Water Treat- 
ment Plant. Along with this new plant naturally came the re- 
quirement for additional personnel. What was a three (3) man 
section (Waste Water Treatment Plant) has now mushroomed 
to twelve (12) men with a requirement to operate twenty-four 
hours a day. To this end, and in the interest of economy, we 
developed a new Table of Organization. We have reassigned 
both permanent and part-time employees to accomplish this 
increase as economically as possible.

WASTE WATER TREATMENT PLANT 


In 1976 we processed 497,587 million gallons of 
wastewater, of which 429.5 tons were solid waste (sludge). Our 
average daily flow was 1,362 million gallons. Included in the 
overall flow is 2,432 million gallons of septic tank system 
wastewater and sludge. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS 


1976 saw the completion of the Plaice Cove sewer project 

and Phase I of the Boars Head sewer project. 

There were 131 sewer entrances into our sanitary system 
requiring one or more inspections. In addition, 531 sewer 
mains and/or laterals were located for contractors; water, gas 
or telephone companies. We also installed 12 new laterals and 
relaid 15 others. 
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In 1976 we cleaned and flushed 48,442 feet of sewers and 
drains. In addition to this, we surveyed and sealed 4,600 feet of 
sewer main using Penetryn augmented by Town employees. 

This section is responsible for inspection and repair of all 
sewers, drains, manholes and catch basins in Town. They have 
the responsibility to respond on a 24-hour basis to all unusual 
conditions. 

During the year we constructed a drain at the lower end of 
Winnacunnet Road; 685 feet of 18-inch drain pipe and two 
catch basins were installed at acost of $3,519.00, material only. 
The drain on Kershaw Avenue was extended 160 feet and one 
catch basin installed. In the Spring of 1977 this drain will be 
further extended to eliminate flooding at Kershaw and 
Lafayette Road and flooding on the west side of Lafayette Road 
across from Wallace Chevrolet. During the year we also con- 
structed a “French drain” on the corner of Winnacunnet Road 
and Locke Road. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 


Solid waste disposal (rubbish collection) is continuing to 
increase. This, again, is due to an increase in population, both 
permanent and transient. 

Below is a nine (9) year comparison of compacted cubic 
yards of rubbish collected:

Our town dump is continuing to be operated in an 
economical manner. During 1976 we expended $11,523.70 for 
gravel, augmented with reclaimed gravel from sewer construc- 
tion. 


HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE AND CONSTRUCTION 


Our road resurfacing is a continuing program. I have come 
to the conclusion that it will never end for by the time we com- 
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plete all our roads, it will be time to start all over again. 
During 1976 the following roads were resurfaced for a total 
of 8,280 linear feet: 


Lafayette Road Nudd Avenue 
Carolan Avenue Hobson Avenue 
Park Avenue Manchester Street 


Again, as always, street signs and traffic control signs have 
been a large problem. During 1976 we installed and/or 
reinstalled 441 signs of all types, largely due to malicious van- 
dalism. 

During the year there were 16 septic tank systems in- 
stalled in town requiring 55 inspections. Also, there were 57 
driveway permits issued requiring 104 inspections. 

Public Works Department records show that we received 
59 inches of snow during 1976 requiring plowing and removal. 
Along with this, there were numerous freezing rain storms re- 
quiring sanding and salting. 

I shall close this report by saying, “By no means does this 
report include all of the jobs asked of, and done, by your Public 
Works Department; all of which we shall continue to do, look- 
ing always for better &nd more economical ways of doing 
things.”

On October 25, 1976 the Commissioners voted un- 
animously to return $1,000 of our 1976 appropriation to the 
Town. We deferred the purchase of some of the larviciding and 
adulticiding materials needed for 1977 until after Town 
Meeting. Thus we have tried to cooperate with the Town in its 
waste water treatment plant financial problem in 1976. 

The Commissioners held eleven meetings. Four 
employees were hired: part-time Supervisor James Katkin, 
part-time Asst. Michael Blanchette, and Summer Laborers: 
Robert Kempton and Brian Chick. The four men worked well 
together in the Mosquito Control program. It was divided into 
three phases: source reduction, larviciding and adulticiding 
operations, collection and _ identification of mosquito 
specimens, landing rate counts, and light trapping. 

Only a very little Source Reduction Work, required by state 
law, was done in 1976. Early in the summer some work was 
done on Ash Brook by clearing debris. A map was made of all 
storm drains in town as they need treatment in the future as 
mosquitoes can breed in them. Although source reduction is 
the most permanent form of control, it takes the longest time to 
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accomplish and is costly. The results aren’t dramatic in fresh 
water sites, but do help. 

Hampton’s salt marsh ditches are the most serious 
problem. They need source reduction work badly. The Com- 
missioners wish to inform the public officials and citizens that 
Hampton M.C. District needs legislative help. An exemption 
under the N.H. Dredge and Fill Law is needed immediately to 
permit any District with salt marshes to clean existent, stag- 
nant ditches with hand tools. Many of our ditches were dug by 
the federal government in the 1930’s. 

There are countless areas in the Spring, Low, Landing 
Road, and Drakeside Marshes that are very stagnant and 
vigorously breeding millions of mosquitoes. An estimated 40 to 
50 million mosquito larvae can breed in one square acre of salt 
marsh. Until the above law is amended, our required source 
reduction work is seriously hampered. If any new ditches 
should be needed to connect cleaned ditches to increase the 
water flow to eliminate breeding conditions, this factor needs 
legislative consideration simultaneously. When permitted by 
law to do source reduction work for mosquito control for 
public health purposes, all M.C. Districts along the N.H. 
seacoast may need to join together to rent, lease or own one 
wide track vehicle to construct any new ditches needed in salt 
or fresh water stites. Then Districts can fulfill their legal oblica- 
tion. 

In 1976 Larviciding with hand sprayers was the backbone 
of Hampton’s control program. It was very slow work to treat 
the thousands of small stagnant water areas in town. All the 
employees participated all summer. The summer 
temperatures necessitated much monitoring and larviciding. 
Most of the work was done in the salt marshes. Up to 200 mos- 
quito larvae were found in each dip into stagnant water. 
Breeding conditions in fresh water was minor compared to salt. 

About 1750 gallons of formulated Abate 4-E solution were 
applied with permission of the N.H. Pesticides Control Board. 
The most troublesome areas were: Henry’s Motel area marsh, 
Winnacunnet Road by gas balls, marshes on Drakeside Road, 
Landing Road Extension, and Tide Mill Road. The larvicide 
proved to be effective with 70 to 100 percent mortality. There 
was a residual effect of about 14 days. No detrimental results 
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were observed on non-target organisms as crabs and fish. The 
toxicity to mammals is very, very low. 

A juvenile hormone or growth regulator material, Altosid 
SR-10, was tried also. Its application timing is very critical to act 
on the larvae at the first-third instar stage so the pupae can’t 
change into adult mosquitoes. The mortality was 90 to 100 per- 
cent, but the disadvantages were difficulty in mixing the 
material with water, time delay of 2 to3 weeks before results of 
mortality were seen, and labor cost to monitor proper applica- 
tion timing. 

Adulticiding was a supplement to 1976 larviciding work. It 
is temporary, but necessary for adequate control. An Ultra 
Low Volume Cold Aerosol Fog Generator with a Flow Meter 
was purchased and mounted on a town-owned truck. A Cer- 
tified Pesticide Applicator was the driver also. 

The material used was Cythion, 95 percent Malathion. 
The ULV spray droplets were tiny 20 micron size compared 
with 45 micron for hair spray. The Flow Meter permits control 
of the material as temperature fluctuates. The Pesticides Con- 
trol Board specifies 10 m.p.h. truck speed, night application, 
wind speed, and temperature range permissible to adulticide. 
Nothing can be applied if it rains. Night is when adult mos- 
quitoes are out, and people and animals are in. 

Twelve trips were made starting in the second week of 
June to Labor Day. It takes two nights to adulticide the town’s 
streets. Fifteen to seventeen gallons of chemical are used per 
run. It is carried by the wind which ever way it is blowing, and 
spreads out in a 300-feet swath like a fog. So it doesn’t make 
any difference which side of the street the truck comes up. 
Cythion gives 100 percent control in a 300-feet swath. Thus 
adulticiding is effective as a quick knockdown of adult popula- 
tion, but is temporary in nature. Source reduction is costly, but 
more permanent, but more permanent, and larviciding gets at 
the cause of the insect annoyance to minimize the number of 
mosquitoes that develop into adults, that will need ULV spray- 
ing treatment. As more towns form M.C. Districts, make 
breeding site surveys, and support integrated mosquito con- 
trol programs, even more adequate control can be achieved, 
report entomologists. 

Landing Rate Counts were made this year. One night each 
week this was done and recorded by the District employees. A 
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person stands in an area for 5 minutes and counts the number 
of mosquitoes that land on him after 2, 3, and 5 minutes. The 
areas with the highest concentrations of mosquitoes were 
Drakeside Marsh, near Henry’s Motel on Winnecunnet Road, 
and Belmont Circle (sometimes). Ashbrook Drive, 
Huckleberry Lane, Pine Knoll Avenue, and Cora Avenue 
weren't overly productive. The purpose of the count is to 
check the level of mosquito population in any week before or 
lafter larviciding and/or adulticiding work. 

A CDC Light Trap was purchased with a battery. It was 
used at night to attract and capture adult mosquitoes. They 
were collected and identified for species. 90 percent were salt 
marsh species. Six areas were selected for trapping at the 
beach and in town. Another trap has been purchased for 1977. 

The office of the Hampton Mosquito Control District is 
located in the basement of the Town Hall. The Commissioners 
express appreciation for the convenient location, and storage 
of the ULV Generator at the Public Works Garage. A 
telephone connection would aid communication with the 
citizens, and two fluorescent light tubes for better seeing in do- 
ing laboratory work. 

The 1976 District employees deserve commendation for 
their wholehearted efforts in reducing the mosquito numbers 
during the summer.

Since State law requires that the elected Trustees of the 
Trust Funds have an annual report printed in the town report - 
such report to be in addition to the audit, we hereby submit the 
following for 1976: 

In 1976 the Trustees rearranged many of the trust prin- 
cipal investments in order to maximize income to the three 
beneficiaries of the current trusts - Library, Cemeteries and 
Poor. This change in the Town’s modest portfolio will increase 
the average annual return from about 6% percent to over 7 per- 
cent. The overall rate will again increase in March 1977 when 
$2,000 in 4% percent 50-year Southern Pacific bonds mature 
and that Library Trust can be reinvested at a substantially 
higher rate of return. The Trustees will be looking for a suitable 
investment and are open to suggestions from citizens. 

On November 23, 1976, the Trustees held a public 
meeting in the Selectmen’s Meeting Room of the Town Offices. 
That meeting - perhaps the first posted one since the Town 
began electing trustees in 1916 - produced a vote to reevaluate 
the Trustees’ Poor Fund co-sponsorship (with the Salvation 
Army and the Kiwanis Club of the Hamptons) of the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas food-basket program. The 
Trustees are seeking information and suggestions concerning 
the use of the Poor Fund’s annual income from the other co- 
sponsors and from the public. Also voted was an inquiry into 
why no new trusts for cemetery purposes have been received 
by the Town’s Trustees in the past 22 years. In addition, the 
Trustees reviewed the reinvestment project. 

The Trustees express their appreciation to the Hampton 
National Bank and to the Hampton Co-Operative Bank for 
their assistance in helping to limit the Trustees’ annual ex- 
penses to the cost of the three surety bonds.

LANE MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT 


As I near completion of 10 years as the librarian at the 
Lane Memorial Library, I am gratified at the progress which has 
been made in library service. As director of library administra- 
tion, it has been my pleasure and obligation to institute new ser- 
vices and expand those already in existence. No library can be 
all things to all people, but it has been the goal of the trustees to 
provide the best service possible within a budget framework 
which can be supported by the taxpayers of Hampton. 


A few of the programs in which we are involved include 
regular meetings between school and public librarians to dis- 
cuss mutual problems and cooperation; a Lane Library 
Volunteer Program under the direction of the assistant 
librarian to utilize the spare time services of area people who 
are interested in the library, two audio-visual materials 
cooperatives, one for general, the other specifically for pre- 
school programs; and our book-buying cooperative which in- 
cludes 10 area towns. 


Our services include the circulation of books, periodicals, 
records and cassettes, subscription to 6 newspapers, and 
access to reference materials in our library and through inter 
library loan; large print books and 1 periodical; talking book 
service for the visually and physically handicapped, shut in ser- 
vice for individuals with program materials for nursing homes. 
We have 2 sessions of Children’s story hour weekly plus 
special programs for school groups and summer programs un- 
der the direction of our children’s librarian. We sponsor an 
adult book discussion group and participate in regional and 
state library activities. We have an active Friends of the Library 
group who have given substantial financial support. 


As a result of a favorable vote on Article 37 at the 1976 
Town Meeting, a building committee of five residents was ap- 
pointed by H. Alfred Casassa to study a proposal to construct 
an addition to the existing building. This committee composed 
of Mrs. Dona Janetos, chairman, Michael McCarthy, William 
Barkeley, Stillman Hobbs, and Mrs. Susan Tremblay with 
Peter Lombardi, as ex-officio member, have completed their 
study and presented their recommendations to the Board of 
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Selectmen, Town Manager and Budget Committee. A copy of 
this can be seen at the library. 

These have been years of change and our circulation 
statistics indicate that our services are being utilized to a 
greater extent each year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
HAMPTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 1976 


In a continuing program of involving all members of this 
Commission in activities relating to issues outlined in the Hand- 
book for Municipal Conservation Commissions of N.H. Chair- 
man Nelson Grant assigned the following goals. 

Legislative information and communication. 

Indexing and mapping of open spaces, wetlands, 
critical areas, etc. 

Areas of likely open space and protection. 

Public releases, notification, community infor- 
mation. 

Flood plains, insurance information. 

Actions on applications for fill, dredge and 
removal of fill. 

The Commission meets monthly at the Lane Memorial 
Library. 

In this past year we have added our support to SPACE 
and to the Environmental Coalition, whose purpose is to 
enhance New Hampshire’s human and natural resources. 

Each member inspects all sites concerned upon receipt of 
application for dredge and fill, before they are discussed. We 
are in communication with the office of Charles F. Tucker, 
South Eastern Regional Planning Commission, when the need 
arises. This commission recommended the application receiv- 
ed from the Dept. of Public Works and Highways (Bridge 
design) concerning the necessary reconstruction of the bridge 
at Taylor River, between Hampton and Hampton Falls. 

Members of this Commission attended meetings in Con- 
cord, conducted by George M. McGee, Sr., head of the Special 
Board Water Resources, pertaining to applications for dredge 
and fill, with telephone calls being made to inform the office of 
unlawful filling and dredging. 

Pictures have been taken and sent to Mr. McGee’s office, 
to more fully illustrate these problems, and illustrate our posi- 
tion in our decisions in our recommendations on applications 
for dredge and fill. These are in the areas of marsh and wet- 
lands. 

By avote taken at Town Meeting, our Commission has ac- 
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quired marsh land at the end of Perkins Avenue, at Hampton 
Beach. 

In October we were saddened to learn of the death of one 
of our members, Edmond Loughlin. He was a knowledgeable 
and efficient member, and a loss to our Commission. 

The Board of Selectmen appointed Alide Lavallee and Neil 
MacPherson as the new members of this Commission. Loren 
Hutchings replaced Mr. Loughlin.

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the flag with the Town 
Seal, which was purchased by vote of the 1975 Annual Town 
Meeting as the Official Town Flag, and to authorize notice of 
said action to be inserted in the Town records. 


ARTICLE 15 

On petition of Robert F. McNeil and 9 other legal voters of 
the Town of Hampton; to see if the Town will vote the following 
question: 

Are you in favor of a Town Ordinance that would require 
all department heads and permanent and/or full-time 
employees of the Town of Hampton to be residents of the 
Town of Hampton? Yes or No. 


ARTICLE 16 
On petition of Robert F. McNeil and 14 other legal voters 
of the Town of Hampton; to see if the Town will vote the follow- 
ing question: 
Are you in favor of the building of a nuclear power plant in 
the Seacoast area? Yes or No. 


ARTICLE 17 

On petition of Arthur J. Moody and 10 other legal voters of 
the Town of Hampton; to see if the Town will vote to establish 
an Official “Town Historical Commission” consisting of three 
residents, one appointed each March 15 for a three-year term. 
However, the first year, the Moderator of the Town shall ap- 
point one member for three years, the Board of Selectmen 
shall appoint one member for two years, and the Hampton 
School Board shall appoint one member for one year. 
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Thereafter, beginning with the School Board in 1978, those 
respective entities shall appoint one member for a three-year 
term upon the completion of the term of the member each ap- 
pointed. Such appointments shall not be considered official 
and binding until the Town Clerk receives both notification of 
the appointment and its acceptance by the member-designee. 
The cost of any of the Commission’s work which requires 
funding by a Town or School District appropriation shall be 
voted on by alegal Town or School District Meeting. General- 
ly, the work of the Commission shall be to research, explore 
and publicize the nearly 350-year heritage of Hampton in order 
to preserve it for future generations. In carrying out this effort, 
the Commission, enlisting additional volunteer assistance as 
necessary, may involve itself in such projects and programs as: 
A. Organizing such once-traditional institutions as the 
Founders’ Day commemoration, Old Home Day, etc. 
B. Establishing an effort, under the direction of the 
Town Clerk, to index, catalog, restore and preserve the 
ancient Town Records to make them more useful and 
accessible to citizens and researchers, and exploring the 
availability of Federal grants for same, through the N.H. 
Historical Records Archival Board. 
C. Looking into the possibility of updating the Town 
History published in 1893 and gathering 20th Century 
data by such methods as an oral history project involving 
our senior citizens. 
D. Advising and performing requested research for 
Selectmen, etc., on local historical matters; maintaining 
the integrity of the Town Seal and our heritage; organiz- 
ing the Town’s involvement in special events such as the 
U.S. Bicentennial Era; enhancing local-history book 
collections and programs in the Town and School 


libraries. 
D. Erecting historical markers near the many impor- 


tant sites and edifices, such markers to honor our rich 
past, educate and enlighten the present, including the 
many visitors, and help preserve it all for future 
generations of Hamptonians. 
ARTICLE 18 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell and convey to the State of New Hampshire, Department of 
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Public Works and Highways, for the sum of One Thousand 
Seven Hundred ($1,700.00) Dollars, a certain tract of land 
located on the westerly side of Lafayette Road, in the vicinity of 
Norton’s Gun Shop, which tract contains one-tenth of an 
acres, more or less, and is described in a deed into the Town 
recorded at the Rockingham County Registry of Deeds at 
Book 923, Page 292. The said conveyance to contain restric- 
tions against the establishment of any buildings, driveways, or 
access points. 


ARTICLE 19 
On petition of James F. Fallon and 29 other legal voters of 
the Town of Hampton; to see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning Ordinance in the following manner: 


ARTICLE VIII — A YEAR ROUND OCCUPANCY IN 
THE BUSINESS-SEASONAL ZONE. 

In the Business-Seasonal District no lot shall be used fora 
number of dwelling units for year-round occupancy 
greater than one per lot or such larger number of units on 
any particular lot as shall have been used for such year- 
round occupancy during the calendar year ending 
January 12, 1977. 

For purposes of this section, units for year-round oc- 
cupancy shall be defined as in Article XII of the Hampton 
Zoning Ordinance. 

For purposes of this section, lot shall be deemed to mean 
lots of record, whether by deed, lease or sub-lease of 
land, as of January 12, 1977. 
(Not Recommended by the Hampton Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 20 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
convey to the Hampton Beach Precinct, a parcel of land owned 
by the Town on the east side of Brown Avenue, which narcel is 
a portion of a [ract of land described in a deed into the Town 
recorded at the Rockingham County Registry of Deeds at 
Book 1023, Page 96. 
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ARTICLE 21 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize presentation of 
Bicentennial medals to the State of New Hampshire and to the 
local historical societies as voted by the Bicentennial Com- 
mittee. 


ARTICLE 22 

To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen power to 
accept, administer, (including leasing for a term of years), or 
sell any Real Estate acquired through tax deeds; any sale to be 
at public auction or by requesting sealed bids therefor with 
reserve, with the exception that all tidal and fresh water marsh 
acquired through tax deeds be kept by the Town and placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Conservation Commission. 


ARTICLE 23 
To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATION COMMITTEE 


Early in July 200 years ago John Adams wrote to his wife, 
Abigail, about the Continental Congress’s vote for In- 
dependence from Great Britain. Wrote Adams from 
Philadelphia: “I am apt to believe that it will be celebrated by 
succeeding generations as the great anniversary festival. It 
ought to be commemorated as the day of deliverance, by 
solemn acts of devotion to God Almighty. It ought to be solem- 
nized with pomp and parade, with shows, games, sports, 
guns, bells, bonfires and illuminations, from one end of this 
continent to the other, from this time forward for evermore.” 

Hampton - at “one end of this continent” - had it all onthe 
Bicentennial Fourth of July Weekend. The weather 
cooperated beautifully as the weekend opened with wide com- 
munity involvement in the Hampton Jaycees’ Summerfest V 
followed by the Hampton Beach Chamber of Commerce’s 
fireworks on “the night before the Fourth.” Church services in 
the forenoon on Sunday, “Bicentennial Day,” were followed by 
one of the biggest and finest parades in the town’s three- 
century history. Organized by Bicentennial Committee 
Member Lew Brown and his subcommittee of Committee 
members, Jaycees and Barbara Drew, the motorized units led 
by the Honorary Grand Marshals Jewell Burnham and “Chris- 
ty” Patrick (representing both the senior and youthful 
generations), wended their way from the State Bathhouse, 
along Ocean Boulevard and inland on Winnacunnet Road. At 
East End School House Park those units were melded with 
militia and other marching units plus more floats by Parade 
Marshals, led by George Hardardt and Maurice Brown, to 
form the two-division parade for the march through the up- 
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town area. Many organizations and businesses participated as 
did Peggy Spellacy of Hampton - Miss New Hampshire of 1976, 
and nearly all of the 11 living former Hampton Selectmen. 

Official estimates placed the crowd along the line of march 
at the Beach in the vicinity of 25-30,000; about 3-4,000 viewed 
the parade uptown. Dozens of parade units including six out- 
of-area bands, funded by the sale of Bicentennial license plates, 
and the Committee in Jim Steel’s “Beach Buggy,” specially 
painted for 1976 along the lines of a design submitted by the 
Committee, followed Locke Road to Five Corners and then 
High Street west to Lafayette Road. At 2 p.m. the parade 
remained in place as bells were rung as part of a national obser- 
vance. The parade then continued south to Winnacunnet 
Road and east to the Court House and Town Office Building, 
both festooned with red, white and blue bunting by the Com- 
mittee. 

The formal ceremonies took place beneath the U.S. and 
National Bicentennial Flags in front of the Town Office 
Building, one end of which was covered by a hugh 38-star 
Centennial/1876 U.S. Flag. The program included the 
welcome by Committee Clerk Ednapearl Parr, a patriotic ad- 
dress by Rev. Herbert Lovemore, Minister of the United 
Methodist Church of the Hamptons, and a reading of the 
Declaration of Independence by Bicentennial Chairman 
Moody. Patriotic singing (including “Happy Birthday to U.S.”) 
was led by Bill Elliot and accompanied by the Notre Dame 
Band of Lowell, Mass. 

The Selectmen, who had promulgated a Proclamation for 
the Bicentennial Independence Day (as authorized by a 
Committee-sponsored warrant article voted at the 1976 An- 
nual Town Meeting), dedicated the enlarged and renovated 
Town Office Complex and unveiled a bronze plaque for the 
new Selectmen’s Meeting Room. The town-sealed plaque, 
authorized by the Town Meeting, reflected the dedication of 
the Room “In Memory of all Selectmen who have served this 
Town since 1638.” 

The massed Bicentennial Committee then presented to 
the Town, for the Office entrance, a two-foot-diameter painted 
relief-sculpture of the Town Seal. The commissioned work was 
executed by Steven Read of North Hampton. Following the 
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program, the Town Office was opened for public inspection. A 
two-hour concert by the Stan Bednarz Orchestra on Meeting- 
house Green ensued. 

In the evening, the once-traditional Fourth of July bonfire 
at Tuck Field was renewed before a record 3 to 4,000 persons. 
The perfectly formed wooden structure was the work of the 
Public Works Department with its Director, George Hardardt, 
and his assistant Jack Furbush setting the blaze at 9 o’clock. 
Impromptu group singing of patriotic songs highlighted the 
large crowd’s participation. 

Other Committee activity associated with the big celebra- 
tion included the co-sponsorship, with Joe Miller’s Shutterbug 
Photo Shop, of a Fourth of July Weekend photo contest. Jinny 
Angelis won first prize; Pete Randall won second, and Pat Cor- 
liss, third. Member Janis Patrick coordinated that contest 
while Member Margaret Lawrence organized a Bicentennial 
“Miss,” “Master,” and “Typical Family” (won by the Howell 
Family) costume contest. Prizes were provided by the Hamp- 
ton Co-Operative Bank and the Committee. The Committee 
also funded prizes for the Jaycees’ bicycle-decorating competi- 
tion which preceded the parade. Printed programs for both the 
parade lineup and the dedication ceremonies were distributed 
by the Committee. 

Yes, Hampton had ALL facets of John Adams’ 200-year- 
old dream on the Fourth of July Weekend. And, as the title of 
the July 7 Hampton UNION editorial indicated, “It was a lot of 
hard work.” All of the committees, organizations, churches, 
businesses, government agencies and individuals who helped, 
who participated and who turned out are especially thanked by 
the Town’s Bicentennial Committee. It was a great celebration 
of the beginnings of our nation and state. And certainly it 
rekindled spirits for most of us! 

The Bicentennial Year of 1976 was crowded with other 
Committee activities. Many were continued from the very ac- 
tive year of 1975. The Committee has voted to issue a final- 
report booklet of text and photos covering what Hampton did 
for the Bicentennial from 1972 through 1977. Perhaps it will be 
incorporated or distributed with the 1977 Town Report. 
Therefore, the many other 1976 activities will not be covered 
here in detail.

The year began with the Committee’s second public hear- 
ing to get ideas of citizens for celebrating and commemorating 
the Bicentennial. After the hearing, Carl Brewitt presented the 
first public showing in Hampton of his father’s 16 mm. movies 
of Hampton Beach 1928-35. The North Shore seawall under 
construction, Life Saving Station activities, parades and the 
mile-long wooden bridge were featured. 

In February, Hampton became the first town in the state 
to issue official Bicentennial vehicle plates (“Hampton, N.H. - 
USA ’76”). The plates may legally replace front N.H. registra- 
tion plates through December 31, 1977. With the help of 
Member Lew Brownat his tax collector’s office in the Town Of- 
fices, the Hampton Beach Chamber of Commerce, Donovan 
and Fallon’s, and new Member Diana LaMontagne, about 
2,500 of the three-color aluminum plates have been sold at $2 
each. The Committee supplied 38 of the plates for Town and 
Precinct-owned vehicles. 

An outstanding crowd of 650 enjoyed the Bicentennial Ball 
and Banquet at John Dineen’s Casino Ballroom on May 1. The 
major effort was overseen by a joint Chamber of Commerce, 
Hampton Beach Precinct and Bicentennial Committee general 
committee chaired by George Ryan of the Chamber. Member 
Mary Loughlin headed our representation. The Ball incor- 
porated the annual dinner-dance of the Precinct Commission 
and Chamber of Commerce. Ted Herbert’s Orchestra, the Ar- 
tist Showcase Singers - anightclub act which included patriotic 
singing, the grand march of Colonially costumed couples, the 
specially printed program-favors arranged by Committee Vice 
Chairman Henry Stonie, the social hour with the quickly con- 
sumed rounds of cheese, and the MCing of the Chamber’s 
Howie Leonard - all added up to a very memorable event. 

In the weeks leading up to the Ball, Committee Treasurer 
Phyllis Tucker organized Colonial costume-making 
workshops under the tutelage of Ruth Stimson of Hampton, 
Rockingham County-UNH Extension Home Economist. 

Much press and radio publicity was the result of releases 
by Treasurer Tucker through March and by Chairman Moody 
thereafter. For the months leading up to July a specially design- 
ed “Hampton ’76” column head was used on the Bicentennial 
Page of the Hampton UNION. Involvement of the public was 
also solicited by a “Get in the Spirit!” flyer inserted in the 1975 


Town Report distributed to all households in February by the 
PWD. Posters publicizing our events were the work of 
Member Janis Patrick. In addition, Committee members 
spoke before various clubs in order to gain support for our 
plans. Chairman Moody wrote an article on “Hampton in the 
Revolution” for the special supplement to the Portsmouth 
HERALD of July 2. Public information and historical recording 
of Hampton’s activities continued in the local and state press, 
the Calendar of Events, quarterly “GAZETTE” and annual 
report of the N.H. ARB Commission, and the Batchelder Fami- 
ly periodical published in Machias, Maine. 

Souvenir items issued in 1976 included the fifth pewter-on- 
wood wall plaque which commemorated the Bicentennial 
Fourth of July in Hampton. The five-plaque series, begun in 
1973, was thereby completed. A 48-page reprint of two 
chapters (1774-1799) of Josephs Dow’s “History of Hampton, 
N.H.” (1893), with new material consisting of reproductions of 
four militia commissions of Hampton’s Col. Jonathan Garland, 
was issued. The booklet, along with an 11 by 14-inch parch- 
ment reproduction of Hazle Leavitt Smith’s 1938 “Historic 
Hampton Map,” is still available at $1.50 from the Committee 
or from the Book and Barrel Shop, 15 High St. 

The major commemorative item released in 1976 was the 
“twin” medal or coin set. One medal honors the Bicentennial of 
the State of N.H. by reproducing both the 1776 and 1976 State 
Seals. The companion medal shows detail from the Town Seal 
and recognizes the contributions of three Hampton-born 
Patriots who gained state and national prominence. An 
elaborate historical brochure describes the seals and gives 
biographies of the men. The high-relief medals were issued in 
both sterling silver and bronze, and are all serially numbered. 

The two pewter pendants, the school and Dow’s booklets, 
the license plates, a few National Bicentennial Flags in nylon - 
as well as the medals set - continue to be available while limited 
supplies last. (Write P.O. Box 1776, Hampton, or telephone 
926-8052.) 

The Committee’s Town Seal Bicentennial logo appeared 
in the 30,000 copies of the Hampton Beach Chamber of Com- 
merce’s “Vacation Guide” for 1976 and on the cover of the 
Hampton School District’s Annual Report for 1975-76. The 
Committee also designed the two-color cover of the 1975 An- 
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nual Town Report which featured a photo by Ralph Morang of 
the names of the Hampton signers of the 1776 Test Papers as 
they appear on the monument at Bicentennial Park. Research 
of the records held by Town Clerk Roger Hammond resulted in 
Revolution-related proceedings at Town Meetings in 1775. A 
write-up of those interesting happenings was placed in the 1975 
Town Report by the Chairman. 

Other work of the Committee included securing nearly 
2,500 signatures on the Scrolls of Rededication which were 
carried to Valley Forge by the N.H. Conestoga Wagon. Chair- 
man Moody with Louisa Woodman and her motorized Con- 
estoga went to all of the schools to get signatures and to give 
talks on the part Conestogas played in the development of our 
country. Scrolls for signing were placed in the Town Office, 
taken to club meetings and made available at Town Meeting 
and the Presidential Preference Primary. Signing Hampton’s 
Scrolls were three presidential candidates who campaigned in 
Hampton during January and February. They were: Sargent 
Shriver, Ronald Reagan and Jimmy Carter. 

During the year, Committee members were represen- 
tatives to Bicentennial and town anniversary events in Exeter, 
Rye, Portsmouth, Brentwood, Concord, Hampton Falls and 
Seabrook. Don Ring’s 1921 Ford station wagon carried two 
members in the Exeter Bicentennial Parade in June. Com- 
mittee Clerk Ednapearl Parr represented the Committee at a 
reception for the 1976 Miss America held by the Hampton 
National Bank. 

The Committee continued to present official National 
Bicentennial Flags throughout the year. The Town, the four 
elementary schools in Hampton, Winnacunnet High School, 
the Hampton Beach Village District (“Precinct”) and the Post 
Office have received these flags. Smaller cotton flags on staffs 
were placed on antique and modern fire engines, and on floats 
for the parade on July 4. On election day, November 2, 
Member Margaret Lawrence presented a flag to George 
Basbas, who in his 98th year, was the oldest resident to go to 
the polls. Bicentennial posters were provided the schools and 
the Lane Memorial Library. The special slogan continued to be 
used on the Town Office postal meter. The 50-year Time Cap- 
sule opened during our commemoration of Founders’ Day in 
October 1975 was placed on display at the Lane Library 


throughout 1976. The Library took close-up slides of the con- 
tents for its archives and slide shows. The wooden nickel 
issued for the recovery of the capsule continues to be re- 
quested by collectors around the country. 

The five pewter wall plaques, the documents and photos 
of the National Bicentennial Community ceremony, the fram- 
ed Founders’ Park “map” and the 1974 Hampton Tea Act 
Resolves frame were hung in the new Selectmen’s Meeting 
Room which opened in late December 1975. President William 
Treat of the Hampton National Bank offered the Committee 
the original watercolor of the 1688/1815 Tuck-Leavitt Grist Mill 
by Wilson Gray. The Selectmen voted to accept the painting 
and it was presented in October. The painting, one of five town 
Bicentennial works commissioned by the Bank, will hangin the 
Meeting Room beginning in January. 

In June, a Liberty Torch being carried to all 50 states in an 
around-the-clock relay by a team of 27 young men, passed 
through Hampton along Lafayette Rd. en route to Maine. In 
July, the Committee hosted overnight two Montana bicyclists 
on a 3,300-mile trek as an individual physical fitness Bicenten- 
nial project endorsed by the Montana Bicentennial Administra- 
tion. The Committee provided souvenirs which were 
presented by Selectmen Chairman James Fallon. The Com- 
mittee thanks Howie Leonard, Executive Director of the 
Hampton Beach Chamber of Commerce, and Lamie’s 
Restaurant for their assistance to the Committee in this 
endeavor. 

A number of Hampton farmsteads were designated N.H. 
Bicentennial Farms in early 1976. However, the only applica- 
tion worked on by the Committee Chairman before the cutoff 
date was the one for the O. Raymond Garland Farm on Win- 
nacunnet Rd. That still-worked farm dates back over 300 years 
to early Hampton Garlands. 

In 1976, the Committee granted co-sponsorship endorse- 
ment to Dr. and Mrs. Roger Blake’s flowering crab tree plan- 
ting project to help beautify the Town. So many Hamptonians 
took advantage of those specially priced plantings that the 
Blakes’ supply was soon exhausted. Future years will see the 
fruit of that project. Treasurer Phyllis Tucker was also involved 
in replacing the Liberty Tree at Bicentennial Park. In early May, 
the PWD re-seeded the loamed section of that Park. 
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Late in 1975, then Selectmen Chairman Clifford Eastman, 
Sr., signed papers entering Hampton in the City of Alameda, 
Calif., “America - Vote’76” Bicentennial competition. Over 250 
communities around the nation with a total population of 14 
million entered the contest to become America’s “Votingest 
City” by the Presidential Election of November 2, 1976. The 
Committee issued press releases to encourage the electorate 
to vote on that day. Hampton, in its population category of 5,- 
10,000, was awarded three certificates of award and excellence 
for its increase in registrations and ballots cast over the 
November 1974 election. Voter turnout in November 1976 was 
80 percent of those registered (the national figure was 53 per- 
cent). Sixty percent turned out in Hampton two years before. 

Administratively, one new member, Diana LaMontagne, 
was appointed to the Committee by the Selectmen in March. 
Chairman Moody was appointed to the N.H. ARB Commis- 
sion by Gov. Thomsen with confirmation by the Executive 
Council. The Committee continued to assist the Board of 
Selectmen in 1976. Included was the submission of the family 
names of the earliest settlers of the Town for use in the Board’s 
street renaming project. The Committee also arranged for the 
manufacture of the Selectmen’s Meeting Room plaque from a 
Texas firm. The Chairman continued to file reports and forms 
to the N.H. ARBC, the Federal Government’s ARB Ad- 
ministration for its Bicentennial Network (“BINET’) archival 
catalogs, and, in 1976, to the American Numismatists Associa- 
tion which was given a Federal grant to publish a complete 
catalog of officially issued Bicentennial medals. 

During 1976, the Committee held one public hearing and 
nine public meetings in the first half, and three public meetings 
in the second half. The Committee’s meeting minutes are kept 
in the official book held by Clerk Parr; Xerox copies are placed 
with the Town Clerk at the Town Office. 

The Committee expires after five and a quarter years of 
existence on June 1, 1977. Tentatively planned for 1977 is the 
Bound Rock (dated 1657) site improvement and signing pro- 
ject, partially completed by the PWD in 1976; a Lane Library 
display of items donated to the Committee over the past two 
years; a special purchase or project funded by the Ball 
proceeds; cover design for the 1976 Town Report; the final 
report booklet covering 1972-77; replacement of the Landing 
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Road historical marker by a metal one; certificates of apprecia- 
tion to organizations, businesses and individuals who assisted 
the Committee in its work; and, a pine tree planting project. 
The Committee must also assemble its records and archives, 
as recommended by ARBA, and submit them to the Town, as 
required by State Law.

BICENTENNIAL 


200 YEARS AGO IN HAMPTON 


Research by the Bicentennial Committee of the Town 
Clerk’s records for 1776 reflect anumber of votes at the annual 
and special town meetings pertaining to the American Revolu- 
tion. The population of the Town in the previous year was 862; 
there were 192 firearms fit for use and 94 (kegs?) powder in 
private hands. The Committee of Safety, established in 1775 at 
the direction of the Assembly in Exeter, was continued each 
year. 

Although most of the business transacted at the annual 
meeting of Tuesday the 19th of March related to the usual 
matters of electing officials, securing wood for the minister, 
regulations on harvesting seaweed and sheep running at large, 
etc., there were two items concerning the trouble with Great 
Britain and the continuing threat of a British invasion by sea. It 
was voted by Article 19 “to pay all those men that went to 
Ipswich or Portsmouth in the time of the Alarms that have not 
been paid.” The Selectmen were constituted a committee to 
examine the men’s accounts. 

Under Article 25 it was voted “to Build a Guard-House at 
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the Seashore.” By the last article, Number 26, it was voted that 
“the Selectmen shall build said House in the cheapest manner 
they can.” 

At a special meeting held on July 29, it was decided to 
“give each man enlisting - against our proportion and who are 
gone under Capt. Sam’! Nay to join our brethren of the 
Northern Army, sum of 4 pounds 2 shillings Lawful money as 
an additional bounty to that granted by the Colony.” The 
Selectmen were directed to lay taxes upon the inhabitants in 
“the usual way and manner” and pay the sum to each enlisted 
soldier upon his return. “In case any of them shall not return, 
then their friends to be entitled to the same.” 

At the special meeting held on November 25, a further 
vote was taken on the bounty and Capt. Josiah Moulton was 
elected a delegate to the General Assembly in Exeter. Capt. 
Moulton had been elected at a special meeting one year 
previously and would continue to be reelected each year to 
represent Hampton until Dr. John Fogg was elected on 
December 10, 1781. 

It probably was in 1776 that Icabod Shaw of Hampton 
(born in 1753) went to sea with John Paul Jones. Shaw was 
taken prisoner, escaped by swimming but died soon after from 
exposure. 


MEETING HOUSE GREEN MEMORIAL 
AND HISTORICAL ASSOCIATION, INC.

(Home of the Tuck Memorial Museum) 


The annual meeting of the Meeting House Green 
Memorial and Historical Association, Inc., (aka The Hampton 
Historical Society) was held on October 16, 1976, and the 
following officers were elected for the ensuing year:

The appointed members of the Executive Board consists 
of, Roger Garland, Fran Harvey, Connie Holman, Margaret 
Lawrence and Samuel Towle. 

At the annual meeting it was voted to increase the dues to 
$2.00 per person, $3.00 per family and life memberships would 
remain at $25.00 per person, effective October 16, 1976. 

The annual open house was held at the TUCK 
MEMORIAL MUSEUM on June 26 from 7 to 9 p.m. During 
July and August, the Museum was open daily from 1 to 4 p.m. 
with 1220 visitors during this period. There were 30 volunteer 
aides under the direction of the custodian, Marion Freeman, 
who assisted the visitors. 

New displays were arranged including the original 
“HAMPTONS UNION” window, the first edition of the 
“Hamptons Union” and the Hampton Academy & High 
School/Winnacunnet High School class ring and pin exhibit in 
a new 6 foot display case. 

Windows and floors were washed, cleaned and buffed, 
and cases cleaned and dusted. Much time and effort has been 
put into the Museum Library to prepare some of the materials 
for the researcher and enjoyment of our visitors. The 
genealogies, histories of various daughter towns, town reports, 
school reports, bound Hampton Unions, bound 
Beachcombers and scrapbooks were ready for the summer 
visitor. 
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Albums on the Hampton Fire Department, the Hampton 
Police Department, the First Congregational Church of Hamp- 
ton, The Marine Memorial at Hampton Beach, the U.S. Coast 
Guard Station at North Beach, the USS Squalus, Post Cards 
of Hampton and Hampton Beach, and more, have been com- 
piled by the curator. Also, a special album on the Gen. 
Jonathan Moulton House (“The Haunted House”) was recent- 
ly started. Two file drawers are also in readiness with materials 
for research and information. 

Note paper and historic Hampton post cards were sorted, 
sealed and marked for sale at the summerfest booth and the 
museum. The Summerfest Courtesy booth was manned by 
Joan Mackle and Patty Warren. 

The Alarm System at the Museum was inspected by Fire 
Chief Robert Fitz and new batteries were installed to insure the 
safety of the building. 

The one-room district school house was cleaned and a 
gate installed for visibility of the interior. This allows the visitor 
to view the inside of the school where old school desks, books, 
slates, teacher’s desk and the like are arranged as of days gone 
by. 

Prior to the summer opening, the grass and shrubs around 
the museum and school house entrances were trimmed and 
raked. Also, the Parks and Playground personnel did an out- 
standing job in mowing and trimming the grass on the Meeting 
House Green during the summer months. 

Publicity and historical articles and releases continued to 
be furnished to the various news media by the curator. 
“Seacoast SAD” ran a special historical column all summer, 
entitled “From the Curator’s Desk” pertaining to local 
historical places of interest and_ stories. Cataloging, 
acknowledging, researching, filing and displaying, are also be- 
ing continued year around. 

The Tuck Museum was open daily during July and August 
from 1 to 4 p.m. with FREE admission to all. 

Using funds from the Catherine Little bequest, two new 
glass floor display cases, 6 feet long, were purchased and are 
now in use with appropriate memorial plaques. One case is be- 
ing utilized for the ever growing collection of Hampton 
Academy & High School/Winnacunnet High School class 
rings, pins and related graduation programs. The only rings 
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missing from 1925 on, are the years 1931, 1932, 1934, 1935, 
1936, 1944 and 1946. The earliest ring is 1894 with Elmer Lane 
as the graduate. This is avery impressive exhibit with each ring 
in its own identical green box, with corresponding graduation 
program and donor’s card. 

The other new display case is being used to house related 
items from the Hampton Police Department, the Hampton 
Fire Department, and the U.S. Coast Guard Station, formerly 
at North Beach. 

The “Fanny Towle Drysdale” memorial case is being used 
to display Elementary and Grammar School items from Hamp- 
ton, while a 4 foot floor display case includes souvenirs from 
Hampton and Hampton Beach of years gone by. 

An up-dated edition of the Tuck Museum brochure will be 
published for the 1977 season as authorized by the 
membership at the annual meeting. Projects to be considered 
for 1977 with the available funds, will be the painting of the gar- 
age, painting of the exterior of the one-room school house, and 
the interior walls of the Museum. 

The “Separation of the Towns” map at the entrance of the 
Museum, was repainted by Mark W. Holman in the spring of 
1976. The Salty Marsh Garden Club continued their beautifica- 
tion program with flowers in aBicentennial theme on the south 
side of the Museum, adding much to the beauty of the 
landscaping. 

The Hampton National Bank presented the Tuck 
Museum with a framed watercolor print by artist Wilson Gray, 
of the Deacon Tuck Grist Mill, in grateful appreciation of the 
Museum’s contribution toward preserving the proud and 
historic origins of the Town of Hampton. It will hang in the main 
hall of the Museum. 

Committee chairmen were appointed by the president as 
follows: Curator of the Tuck Memorial Museum, John M. 
Holman, Membership Chairman, Samuel A. Towle; Refresh- 
ment Chairman, Roger Garland; Telephone Committee Chair- 
man, Diana LaMontagne; and Custodian, Marion Freeman. 

The annual Open House will be held on June 25, 1977 from 
7 to 9 p.m. at the Tuck Museum. All are cordially invited to at-

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PLANNING BOARD 


The Hampton Planning Board began the year 1976 with 
the first of two public hearings on the twenty amendments to 
the town’s Zoning Ordinance which it ultimately submitted for 
voter approval in March. The many proposed changes came 
about following lengthy review and study of the Ordinance by 
the Planning Board and other townspeople interested in clarify- 
ing some of the seeming ambiguities apparent in the Or- 
dinance. 

During the year the Board held nearly 40 meetings, spen- 
ding much of its time on site plan reviews and small sub- 
divisions. 

In good part, due to changes in the Ordinance, apartment 
growth in Hampton has been substantially halted except in the 
Business-Seasonal Zone. 

Recognizing an obligation to expand their knowledge on 
planning procedures several of the Board members attended, 
at their own expense, a series of planning law seminars during 
1976. Hampton’s participation in this five-part series was above 
average, with at least one Planning Board member attending 
each of the seminars. Three members of the Board also par- 
ticipated in a day-long seminar on industrial park operations 
sponsored by the state’s Industrial Development Commission. 

In the coming year the Planning Board plans to study 
revisions to the town’s Subdivision Regulations, which have 
not been updated since 1968. The Planning Board also 
recognizes a need for continued study of the Zoning Or- 
dinance, and possible updating of the town’s Master Plan. 

Planning Board meetings, held at least twice a month on 
the first and third Wednesdays, are open to the public and in- 
terested residents of the town are welcome to attend. 

The Planning Board feels very deeply the loss of Edmund 
B. Loughlin. His service to this Board was filled with insight and 
zeal. The Board hopes that the Town will take note of his con- 
tributions.

LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


We have examined the books and records of the Town of 
Hampton, New Hampshire for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1976, and have prepared the attached exhibits and 
schedules in conformity with the recommended format 
prescribed by the Municipal Services Division of the State of 
New Hampshire. Included in the examination and audit were 
the accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Public Library, 
Trustees of Trust Funds, Bicentennial Committee Medals 
Fund, and Conservation Commission. The District Court and 
Bicentennial Celebration Committee records were not 
presented for examination at this time. A separate report 
covering the aforesaid funds will be issued at a later date. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


General Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheet: (Exhibit A-1) 

A comparative balance sheet disclosing the financial con- 
dition of the general fund as of December 31, 1975 and 
December 31, 1976 is presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated 
therein, the current surplus of the Town decreased by $39,775 
in 1976; from $251,505 at December 31, 1975 to $211, 730 at 
December 31, 1976. 


Analysis of Change in Current Financial Condition: 
(Exhibit A-2) 
An analysis of the change in current financial condition of 
the Town is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused 
the change indicated therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Ex- 
penditures - Estimated and Actual Revenue: (Exhibits A-3 
and A-4) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and expen- 
ditures, estimated and actual revenue for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1976, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As 
indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a revenue sur- 
plus of $77,202, plus a net unexpended balance of ap- 
propriations of $43,136, resulted in a net budget surplus of 
$120,338 for 1976. 


Long-Term Indebtedness: 
Comparative Balance Sheet: (Exhibit A-5) 

A comparative balance sheet disclosing the long-term in- 
debtedness of the Town as of December 31, 1975 and 
December 31, 1976 is included in Exhibit A-5. The long-term 
debt decreased by $76,146 in 1976, from $1,675,120 at 
December 31, 1975 to $1,598,974 at December 31, 1976. Bridge 
construction notes totaling $61,134 were issued, while in- 
debtedness payments amounting to $137,280 were made dur- 
ing the year. 


Statement of Debt Service Requirements: (Exhibit A-6) 
A statement showing annual debt service requirements of 
principal and interest is included in Exhibit A-6. 
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Capital Projects Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheet: (Exhibit A-7) 

A comparative balance sheet of the capital projects fund 
as of December 31, 1975 and December 31, 1976 is contained 
in Exhibit A-7. Long-term notes or bonds authorized - unissued 
totaled $38,000 at December 31, 1976. The unappropriated 
surplus, representing premium and accrued interest from the 
sale of the sewer bonds, plus interest earned on investments, 
amounted to $28,775. Unless these funds are appropriated by 
vote of the Town, they may be expended only in accordance 
with the provisions of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Chapter 33 Section 3-A. 


OTHER FUNDS AND OFFICIALS’ ACCOUNTS 


The accompanying supplemental exhibits covering 
segregated funds and the accounts of those officials entrusted 
with the custody, receipt or expenditure of Town funds, are 
presented in accordance with the current requirements of the 
Municipal Services Division of the State of New 
Hampshire.Although not considered necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements and results of 
operations, our examination of these accounts included the 
same tests and auditing procedures applied in the examination 
of the aforementioned financial statements. In our opinion, 
these exhibits are. stated fairly in all material respects when 
considered in conjunction with the financial statements taken 
as a whole.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Funds: 

Under governmental accounting, self-balancing financial 
statements are prepared for each fund. A fund is defined as an 
independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing 
set of accounts, recording cash and/or other resources 
together with all related liabilities, obligations, reserves and 
equities which are segregated for the purpose of carrying on 
specific activities or attaining certain objectives in accordance 
with special regulations or limitations. Please refer to the ex- 
hibits enumerated in the table of contents for the funds includ- 
ed in this report. 


Accounting Method: 

The general accounting system of the Town of Hampton is 
on the cash basis except for the accountability of taxes and 
substantial accounts receivable. It is the practice of the Town 
to carry forward unexpended capital expenditure ap- 
propriations, representing those expenses which are com- 
mitted or actually incurred. General operating expenses are 
budgeted on a twelve-month basis. Routine bills’ received 
after December 31 are included in the subsequent year. This 
practice is consistent with that of the preceding fiscal years. 


General Fixed Assets: 
The Town does not maintain a record of fixed assets. Ac- 
cordingly, a report of this type fund was not included within the 
scope of this audit. 


Motor Vehicle Permit Fees: 

The present system inaugurated by the State of New 
Hampshire in issuing motor vehicle permits to the Town 
Clerks creates an audit problem due to the fact that the per- 
mits are preprinted and are not issued by the Clerk and subse- 
quently recorded in the cash book in numerical order. 

Although our examination of the records included such 
tests as we considered necessary to express an opinion on the 
financial statements, it is not practical to account for 100% of 
the motor vehicle permits issued to the Clerk by the State of 
New Hampshire.
